EFFECTS OF CRIME 


The chief of police of Woodstock has 
istued a warning to parents to impress 
upon their children the danger of ac- 
cepting rides in automobiles with 
strangers. He points to the prevalence 
of crimes of violence in which children 
have been the victims and the automo- 
bile has figured. It {s a warning which 
may well be taken to heart everywhere, 
for the danger is a very real onc. It 
fs a strange but dreadful consequence 
of the more revolting forms of crime 
that they inspire imitators, and this 
tendency has been seen in the meeeer| 
of kidnappings and murders which] 
have followed upon the unspeakable ex- 
ploits of Hickman. Every precaution 

st be taken by parents; but there 
is another way in which the menace 
may be reduced, and that is by attack- 
ing this “new disease of Hickmanism,’ 
as it Ras been called. A prpfessor of 
psychology in one of the universitics 
of United States attributes its prev- 
-alence to wrong training in the home 
He deplores the decline of religious in- 
fluences, “In general, our attitude to- 
ward children is that of suppression 
rather than carefully guided expressior 
—an indulgent and more often impat- 
fent toleration. It takes less time to 
Suppress than to guide in expression.” 

There is another reason for these 
dastardly crimes, and it is, as stated 
before, the effect of bad example. The 
repulsive details are read and relished 
by unbalanced individuals, with minds 

. “on tfle Border line,” who are seized 
with a morbid impulse to reproduce 
them: The remedy is to publish as 
few of the gruesome facts as necessary 
But the tendency is exactly in the op- 
posite direction. The Hickman case 
has been shamefully exploited ani! 
threatens to be still further exploited 
before it is over,

. CHANGING RUSSIA 


Soviet Russia denics that there has 
been any revolt of soldiers in favor of 
the’banished Trotsky. Nothing in the 
nature of an uprising has taken place 
in Moscow, declare government officials 
—"“theatres and movie houses are crowd 
ed,and the Kremlin was not the targe? 
of any shells. The only soldiers seen 
were in the parks surrounding — the 
building, and these were on Sunday 
leave, cracking sunflower seeds while 
Mlirting fith giggling lassics, out for a 
Sunday stroll." But the Russian peo- 
ple are not quite so callous as this idyl- 
lic picture would have the world believe 
There is a section of opinion in sympa- 
thy with the exiled chief, as was shown 
when he started, through a crowd of 
weeping citizens, on his 3,000-mile jour 
ney, Leon Trotsky is a broken man, 
according to some accounts a dying 
man, and his plight, in spite of all the 
misery he has brought upon Russia and 
the world, is one to inspire pity. “Its 
fronica] that the man. whose sentence 
to exile for political activities under 
the czarist regime was the inspiration 
for his ruthless revolutionary enthu- 
siasm, should now be sent into exile by 
the revolutionaries he did so much to 
exalt to power. 

Trotsky’s fate is hard, but it is an ex 
emplification of the inexorable law of 
retrfbution. He has proven too drastic 
even for the system he founded.

STEAM ENGINE 
BEFORE. J. WATT 


According To Neville da 
Costa, Professor Of 
Physics

London.—James Watt was not the 


inventor . of the steam engine, accord 
ing to Prof. Edward Neville de Costa 
Andrade, professor of physics in the 
Artillery College, Woo:wich, who made 


this statement in A lecture at the 
Royal Instatution on “Engines.” Prof. 
Andrade said; “It is often stated that 
James Watt (1736-1819) invented the 
steam engine, but this is quite untrue. 
More than 30 years before Watt was 
born both Savery (Captain Thomas 
Savery, military engineer) and Newco- 
men (Thomas Newcomen, English en- 
gineer) constructed’ steam engines 
which wer2 actually used for pumping.” 

Prof. Andrade showed a working 
model Of Saaery’s engine, which sucked 
up the water into a vessel by the con- 
densation of steam, andsthen drove the 
water up™irom this vessel by the pres- 
ture of steam. Newcomen used these 
principles, he said, but introduced the 
cylinder and piston. The engine work 
ce by causing a*vacuum under the pis 
ton, which was driven down by atmos- 
pheric pressure. 

“The old story,” said Professor And- 
rade, “that Watt was led to invent the 
steam engine by playing with a tea- 
Kettle has no foundation. What actu. 
entd was that Watt, who was 
ractising ds an instrument maker, was 
sked to repair a model of a Newcomen 
ehgine. In investigating the causes

Stole Fountain Pen :

He had been 
accustomed to visiting a family nam- 
ely Demille in the village, and enter- 
ing the house when everyone ‘was 
absent, he stole a gold fountain pen. 
He was subsequently arrested by, High 
County Constable James Loveless and 
taken .to Pictori, 

Appearing before Magistrate Levi 
Willlams, he pleaded guilty to the 
charge and as other charges were 
being investigated, he was remanded 
to jail. Meanwhile the search for the 
youth was continuing and although 
different stories made the rounds, 
none of them could be confirmed. He 
was supposed to have been given 2 
ride by a truck driver from Kingston 
to Belleville, and later, a resident of 
Belleville stated that a young man 
answering to McQuald’s description 
called at his home and asked for 
something to eat. 

Safe In Jail 

Apparently the young man was 
oblivious of the fact that a search 
had been instituted and his incarcera- 
tion in the jail was simultaneous with 
the broadcast’ of his disappearance. 

McQuaid, who tsa sailor, has a 
sister working in this city and she as 
well as the boy's mother were present 
at the hearing in which Magistrate 
Willlams delivered judgment today.

It is some 
4 years since this conumittee was organiz 
ed and while its work has not been spec 
tacular, it has been far reaching, and 
the “human” side of immigration has 
become recognized in many parts of 
Alberta. be 

That this is working out as Mr. Am- 
ery felt it would is illustrated by one 
story which came from Southern Al- 
berta. A newcomer, arriving in a cer- 
tain town under one of the immigration 
schemes, was to]d of the farm whicit 
had been set aside for him. Evidently 
he was not satisfied with the choice, 
but reluctantly agreed to go out with 
the agent and look it over, When they 
arrived at the house, the agent found 
to his surprise that someone was within 
He unlocked the door and found a wo- 
tman at work. Annoyed with the ap-, 
parent intrusion, he inquired what she 
was doing there, how she had got in.’ 
Her response was that when she came} 
to the country: the year before. the Wo- 
men’s Institute had set hfr house in 
order for her coming and had given her 
a warm welcome. This had meant so 
much to her that she wanted to do like 
wise. 

As the chairman of the board remark 
cd, from the reports received it. is evi- 
dent that the attitude toward he new 
comer to the province has undergone a 
marked change. No longer is the new- 
comer regarded as a tenderfoot, to be 
the butt of the community joxes during 
that period of readjustment to new 
conditions. Residents in the communi 
ty make it their business to welcome 
him and help him adjust himself to 
new conditions. They do what they 
can to make him feel that Canada is a 
good country to come to, and that the 
particular district he has chosen is a 
good district in which to make a home.

Opposition Complaints 

Corridor rumblings show fhat the 
principal complaints of the respective 
parties are as follows:

tries that American farm machinery 
has become one of cur mcst important 
items ef export and is used in all parts 
cf the world where the nature of farm 
ing allows its application. 

The American farmer is considerably 
more productive than the farmers of 
other countries, the conference board's 
analysis discloses. During the five- 
year period just preceding the war, in 
the United States 24.4 acres were be- 
ing cultivated per farm worker; in 
Scotinad, 16.6 acres; in land, 9.5 
acres; in France, 8.3 acres;\ in Gera 
many, 6.2 acres, and in Italy, 4.2 
acres per worker. 

The United States leads all other 
countries in the use as well as in the 
development of agricultural machinery 
having used in -1920 more than 13 
times as much farm machinery as had 
been in use in 1870 and a total invest 
mént of farmers in agricultural mach 
inery in 1920 amounting to $176 per 
farm worker as against only $36 in 
1870, both figures being given in terms 
of dollars of 1913 purchasing power so 
as to make them comparable. 

The average farm worker of today 
thus uses about five times as much 
machinery as did the average farmer 
fifty years ago.

No Liquor Legislation— 3 


Workmen’s Compensa+ 
tion Act Amended 


Toronto, Feb. 9.—Proposals of legis- — 
lation in the interests of the investing — 
public, seeking to curb the activities 
of “high pressure” salesmen and the 
marketing of questionable securities, 
were features of legislation fore- 
shadowed in the Speech from tho 
Throne, read py His Honor, Lieut 
Governor W. D. Ross before a crowd- 
ed chamber at the opening of the sec- 
ond session of the Seventeenth Legis- 
lature of Ontario this afternoon. In 
this connection the address stated 
that legislation would be submitted 
“Respecting the registration of stock, 
salesmen and brokers with a view to 
proper regulation and control of the 
sale of securities.” 

The speech dealt mainly with Gove 
ernment activities during the past 
year In this regard mention being 
made of the Interprovincial confer- 
ence at Ottawa and the adherence by 
Ontario representative to the view 
that the future of Canada can be best 
assured by maintaining the status of 
the provinces as established by the 
British North American Act. 

Ontario Power Rights 

"The much debated question of Pro=- 
vinclal power rights in connection - 
with which a number of problems 
have been sent to the Supreme Court 
of Canada by the Dominion Govern- | 
ment for a definite interpretation was 
given only brief mention tn the — 
specches, His Honor stating that the 
Government was “taking steps to 
maintain the constitutional right of 
Ontario to water powers situated in 
the province.” 

Reviewing the Liquor Control legis- 
lation His Honor merely mentioned the 
establishment of the Control Board, 
stating that since last June the com- 
mission had devoted much attention 
and energy to the establishment of a 
strong and efficient administration.

Sranton, Pa., — The new shrine of 
St. Ann of Scranton named for the 
patron saint of miners, will be cpsn 
for devctions within a few weeks, ac- 
cording to announcements by the Very 
Rev. Father Benedict, C. P., rector of 
the Passionist Orde> in charge of 
shrine services. At present worship ts 
being held in the lower church of the 
edifice. The delay in opening the 
main floor was due to tardiness in the 
arrival from Itaty of severa! marble 
altars. 

A number of vears ogo the Passion- 
ists erected a monastery here and de- 
dicated it as the monastery of St. Ann 
of Seranton. They were guided in 
their choice ofthis name by the fact 
that according to Catholic tradition St. 


Ann has been known us the patron with the new contrivance, 


saint of miners and Scranton is in the 
heart of the anthrecit¢ region. 

What is said to be bona fide relic of 
St. Ann was placed in the monastery 
chapel and later additions were made 
of what are claimed to he velics of St.

~ Died Just Before The 


Dawn - 
A GREAT FIGURE 


Will Be Buried In Westmin- 
ster Abbey If Family 
~ + Willing 


Button Courtenay, England, Feb.— 
15—Earl of Oxford and: Asquith, who 
as the Right Hon. Herbert Asquith, 
Prime Minister, was an outstanding fig 
ure of the great war, died here at 6.50 
am. today. Pulmonary depiction 
brought death to the 75 year old states 
man at his country home, in this little 
old-world village on the banks of the 
upper Thames. He had_ lived there 
since his retirement from public life 
after his resignation fium the leader- 
hip of the Liberal party in October, 
1926. i; 

Earl of Oxford had been unconséious 
since Monday aftertioon and his phy- 
siclans sald then that death was only 
a matter of how long his enfeebled 
heart could hold out. A week ago, 
the former premier was confined to his 
room with a severe cold.

activities were {requently stressed by 
Right Hon. L. C. S. Amery, Secre- 
tary of State for the Dominions, dur 
ing his recent tour of Canada: 

The Empire Marketing Board was 
appointed In the early summer of 1926 
upon the recommendation of the Im- 
perial Economic Committec—a body 
which Js responsible to all the Govern- 
ments of the Empire. Its Chairman 
was to be the Secretary of State for 
Dominion Affairs. Its membership 
though limited for the sake of effl- 
cleney, left no part of the Empire un 
represented. The’ British Government 
had placed at its Chairman's disposal 
a sum of $2,500,000 for the remainder 
of the financial year of its appoint- 
ment, and had promised $5,000,000 a 
year for the future. The Parllamen- 
tary vote, from which its funds were 
derived, indicated only that they were 
to be devoted to “furthering the mar- 
keting of Empire produce in thls coun 
try.". The Imperial Economic Com- 
mittee, recognizing that the Home 
Country was not less a part of the 
Empire than the Dominions and Co! 
onies, had announced the unanimous 
view of both its> home and oversea 
members that the policy of the Board 
should be to encourage the public to 
ask first for the produce of , their own 
country, and next for the produce of 
the Empire overseas. 

The Imperial Economic Committes 
had foreseen that the marketing of 
Empire produce was not merely a 
question of publicity. « They had re- 
commended that a substantial part of 
the revenues of the new body should

Deduct- 
ing from this estimated surplus six- 
teen millions for the writing down of 
Soldier Land Settlement loans and 
other items, the net debts reduction 
for 1927-28 is estimated at $38,815,000. 
And during the five-year period end- 
ing March 31, 1928, Mr. Robb added, 
the net debt has been reduced $144,- 
700,000. 

Touching on the question of sinking 
funds, Mr. Robb declared he would 
welcome any workable plan that 
would ensure the retirement of our 
national debt, but until Canada ts 
nearer a prewar rate of taxation the 
annual reduction of taxes was as im 
portant as the reduction of the debt. 
“Our policy,” he emphasized, “ls to 
reduce both.” 

K Trade Maintained 

Canada’s international trade was well 
maintained. The decrease in exports 
and increase in imports he attributed 
principally to gzeater domestic de- 
mand. He had an important announce 
ment to make in’ regard to Empire 
trade. Imports to secure the advant- 
age of the British Preferential Tariff 
must now be 25 per cent. Empire labor 
and materials. Mr. Robb proposes to 
double this percentage. There will 
be similar increases in percentages re 
quired on goods. entering under treaty 
rates and intermediate tariff. ©

Scottish Capital Subject of 
Fine Address By Pro-~ 
fessor Roy 





Old Edinborough, from ‘ts misty be- 
ginning in the dimness of antiquity, 
through the stormy ages of its early 
history, till it gradually emerged, the 
centre of the highest culture 
Europe, was clearly visualized by Prof. 
Roy, of Qucen’s University in a highly 
interesting lecture to members of the 
Women's Canadian Club deliverd in 
the lecture room of the Armouries last 
evening. A complete and fluent know 
ledge of his subject coupled with a 
pleasing manner of delivery and un- 
derlying atl that inherent love of the 
Scot for the land of his ancestors 
made Professor Roy's lecture one of 
the most interesting heard in the city 
ii: some time. 

Quaint Personalities 

Mr. Roy's lecture was liberally il- 
lustrated by slides depicting life in the 
Edinborough of the 17th century. 
Quaint old personalities from the past, 
from lord to beggar, old landmarks, 
rome still.to be seen, others sacrificed 
to the march of progress, were display 
ed in the course of the lecture, In 
connection with these slides the 
speaker had a fund of amusing anec- 
dotes replete with customs of another 
age. The history of Edinborough was 
briefly sketched by Prof. Roy, from its 
tirst known time when it was a small 
collection of fortified huts bullt by the 
Picts, overlooking scenes of wild beau. 
ty, till it gradually emerges and de- 
velops and becomes a place of beauty, 
culture and refinement, a place where 
the literati gather in the seventeenth 
century. He touched on the reign of
